WATER  SUPPLY 


Mains  water,  supplied  by  the  Hull  Corporation,  is 
piped  to  the  majority  of  householders  in  the  district.  A 
very  small  minority  have  their  own  bores  or  wells.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  13  such  sources  of  supply 
providing  the  water  for  23  households.  Between  50  and 
100  families  share  a mains  stand  pipe. 

The  mains  supply  has  been  adequate  and  wholesome 
throughout  the  year. 

25  samples  from  the  private  supplies  were  sent  in 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  With 
one  exception  they  were  satisfactory.  The  one 
unsatisfactory  result  was  found  to  have  been  due  to  a 
displaced  storage  tank  cover.  After  cleaning  the  tankj 
subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory, 

A sample  of  mains  water  was  sent  in  for  chemical 
analysis.

115  samples  of  products  in  every  day  use  were 
purchased  informally  and  submitted  for  analysis.  Of 
this  total  2 (17%)  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  products  were  a packed  of  mixed 
fruit  and  a bottle  of  milk  brought  in  by  a resident.  The 
mixed  fruit  was  found  to  be  infested  by  mites  and  the 
milk,  to  contain  an  excessive  amount  of  water 

A relatively  long  time  elapsed  between  taking  the 
sample  of  mixed  fruit  and  receiving  the  report  that  it 
contained  live  mites  When  a revisit  was  made  to  the 
shop  concerned  no  other  packets  of  the  same  stock  were 
available  The  authority  in  whose  area  the  dairy 
concerned  wi  th  t he  unsatisfactory  mi  Ik  sample  was  situate, 
was  asked  to  followup  this  incident  and  it  was  subsequently 
learned  that  the  dairyman  had  be en  successfully  prosecuted.

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The  6 unsatisfactory  samples  of  ice  cream  were 
taken  from  vehicles  within  the  district.  The  product 
was  manufactured  in  an  adjoining  authority . Investigations 
were  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Heal th  Department 
of  this  authority  and  the  poor  results  were  found  to  be 
due  to  the  method  of  storing  ice  cream  serving  utensils 
on  the  vehicles.  Arrangements  were  made  to  correct 
this  and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory 

Hie  unsatisfactory  water  sample  listed  was  in  fact, 
the  water  in  which  the  ice  cream  servers  were  being- 
stored  on  the  vehicle  which  was  the  subject  of  the 
investigation  mentioned  above. 


Salmonellae  in  Chicken  Giblets. 

In  July  1969  a report  was  published  concerning 
investigations  which  had  been  carried  out  into  the 
incidence  of  salmonellae  organisms  in  broiler  chickens. 
The  series  of  sampling  showed  that  out  of  a total  of  151 
samples  submitted,  66  proved  positive. 

Further  sampling  was  continued  in  1970.  A total 
of  215  sets  of  chicken,  7 sets  of  turkey  and  2 sets  of 
duck  giblets  were  sent  in  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.

(c)  MILK  PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION 

One  more  dairy  farmer  gave  up  milk  production  in  the 
district  in  1970,  leaving,  at  the  year  end.  a total  of  16 
milk  producing  farms. 

Th  e supply  of  the  one  producer/retailer  in  the 
di strict  was  sampled  three  times  in.  the  year  as  a control 
against  the  supply  of  untreated  milk  infected  with  the 
Brucella  abortus  organism*  All  three  samples  proved 
negative. 

Fi  fteen  bottles  of  pasteurised,  sterilized  or  U.  ITT, 
milk  were  submitted  to  the  pathologist*  All  these 
samples  satisfied  the  appropriate  statutory  test. 
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(i)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES . 


The  four  private  slaughterhouses  continued  in  1970 
and  although  the  use  of  one  was  considerably  curtailed, 
the  total  throughput  has  increased  overall  by  about  12% 
above  the  1969  figure. 

Hie  increased  lairage  accommodation  at  the  largest 
slaughterhouse,  authorised  by  the  Ministry  in  the  previous 
year,  was  brought  into  operation  early  in  the  period 
under  review  and  made  for  a much  smoother  killing 
programme. 

As  in  previous  years  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
100%  inspection  has  been  possible  and  that  co-operation 
on  all  sides  has  been  complete.

Before  1970,  the  average  number  of  applications  for 
standard  grants  received  in  a year  was  18,  This  year 
the  total  was  62, 

This  large  increase  could  be  due  to  several  factors; 
the  Housing  Act,  1969  allowed  more  money  to  be  given  to 
install  the  basic  amenities;  owners  seeking  qualifi  cation 
certificates  as  a.  means  of  obtaining  rent  increases  found 
it  necessary,  in  some  cases,  to  apply  for  grants  also 
where  their  houses  did  not  come  up  to  the  required 
standard;  or  it  could  be  simply,  that  the  public  had 
become  more  aware  that  money  was  available  to  help  them 
to  improve  their  houses.

(vii)  Rodent  Control. 


1970  was  another  busy  yearforour  rodent  operative, 
'Vlr.  Sleight,  who,  in  spite  of  some  time  off  through 
illness  and  a record  demand  in  the  summer  months  for  his 
help  in  destroying  wasps’’  nests,  still  managed  to  keep 
up  his  visits  in  dealing  with  the  destruction  of  rats 
and  mice.  As  usual  he  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
carrying  out  his  work  load  with  efficiency  and  without 
compl  aint. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  table  below  that  the 
Councils  own  premises  received  a fair  share  oi  his 
attention  The  majority  of  these  visits  were  to  the 
refuse  tip  at  Tranby  Lane,  where  continuing  treatments 
over  the  year  have  kept  the  rat  population  under  control 

In  the  10%  sewer  survey  a small  number  of  manholes 
in  Hessle  were  found  to  be  affected,  A treatment,  using 
Fluor aki  11.  was  carried  out  at  once,  with  satisfactory 
results.

(viii)  Pest  Control. 


By  the  end  of  the  summer  season  the  department  had 
dealt  with  a record  number  of  requests  to  destroy  wasps’ 
nests.  Approximately  300  calls  for  help  were  received, 
a total  considerably  higher  than  those  in  the  years  since 
the  service  was  commenced  in  1951. 

It  was  considered  by  the  Health  Committee  that  the 
charge  of  5/-  which  was  decided  upon  at  the  time  was  now 
too  low  to  cover  labour  and  materials  costs  and  that 
with  effect  from  the  1st  April*  1971  SOppernest  should 
be  recovered. 

As  usual,  wasps  were  not  the  only  insect  which 
disturbed  the  residents  in  the  area.  Advice  was  sought 
about  ants  which  also  seemed  to  be  more  numerous  this 
year,  crickets  woodworm  silver  fish  fleas  beetles* 
red  mites  and  spiders  Other  animal  and  bird  life  also 
created  problems  for  some  and  complaints  were  received 
about  wild  cats,  pigeons,  moles  and  rabbits, 

(ix)  Noise  Control. 

Fewer  complaints  were  received  in  1970  with  regard 
to  annoyance  being  caused  by  unwanted  noise. 

Hi  ree  incidents  were  such  that  they  could  be  classed 
as  public  health  nuisances,  although  it  was  possible  to 
deal  with  all  of  them  informally.  Hie  three  concerned 
a work's  siren,  a refrigerator  motor  to  a butchers  shop 
and  the  repair,  etc,  of  motor  cycles  at  a private  house. 

(x)  Factories. 

There  was  an  overall  increase  of  seven  in  the  number 
of  factories  registered  in  the  year.  Three  were  motor 
vehicles  repairing  establishments  and  the  other  businesses 
included  joinery,  tyre  fitting,  filling  and  maintenance 
of  fire  extinguishers,  sheet  metal  work,  steel  fabrication, 
caravan  manufacture  and  plant  repairing.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  three  trades  had  been  removed  - fish  box 
repairing,  whiting  manufacture  and  bacon  packing.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  public  takes  for  granted  the  services  provided 
by  a Local  Authority  and  only  when  the  routine  falters 
do  they  realise  the  importance  of  these  vital  services,, 
The  emptying  of  dustbins  is  one  but  of  no  means  the 
least  of  these.  Fortunately  few  complaints  are  ever 
received  which  reflects  on  the  efficiency  of  this 
service,  the  or gani sation  o f which  is  c onstantly  altering 
to  cater  for  the  constant  residential  expansion,, 

The  most  significant  part  of  refuse  disposal  is 
the  surprising  number  of  the  public  who  use  Tranby  Tip 
which  is  open  most  evenings  for  tipping  household  material 
and  garden  rubbish e At  weekends  it  is  not  uncommon  to 
see  cars  queueing  in  Tranby  Lane  waiting  until  others 
leave  the  tipping  area  provided  for  this  purpose,, 

In  cases  where  residents  are  unable  to  transport 
their  excess  refuse  to  Tranby  Lane  tip  the  Council  have 
introduced  a system  of  collection  at  the  expense  of 
householders,  the  charges  being  on  estimate  and  advance 
payment  basis .

Work  in  connection  with  internal  main  drainage 
continues  and  during  the  past  year  a relief  sewer  has 
been  constructed  from  Redlands  Drive  to  the  junction  of

A further  sewer  has  been  laid  from  West  Ella  Hoad 
j unction  with  Beverley  Hoad  across  fields  to  its  junction 
with  Anlaby  By-Pass  and  forms  part  of  the  West  Ella 
relief  system,  the  final  section  from  Beverley  Road  to 
School  Lane  being  also  planned  for  1971/72, 

The  sewer  to  relieve  surcharging  in  Winston  Drive 
has,  unfortunately,  been  delayed  due  to  circumstances 
beyond  the  Department’s  control,  but  it  is  anticipated 
that  works  on  this  scheme  will  commence  in  June,  1971. 

Further  works  programmed  for  the  current  financial 
year  include  main  drainage  at  Dunswell  west  of  Barmston 
Dr ain. 


However,  itis  likely,  due  to  financial  restrictions 
now  imposed  that  those  schemes  not  yet  commenced  but 
programmed  for  the  coming  financial  year  may  have  to  be 
de f erred 

Piping  of  open  ditches  adjoining  highways  is 
progressing  The  open  di  tches  in  South  wood  Road,  Castle 
Road,  West  Ella  Road  and  School  Lane  are  completed  and 
work  on  piping  the  ditch  on  the  south  side  of  Hull  Road, 
\nlaby,  between  the  shopping  centre  and  First  Lane  is 
imminent  Further  piping  in  First  Lane,  Hessle  and 
Well  Lane,  fronting  the  School  grounds,  depends  on  the 
avail  ability  of  capital  funds,  but  it  is  hoped  that  these 
may  be  done  in  1971.
